MEDICAL RESEARCH COUNCIL AND 
THE PATENT LAW 


In a memorandum summarized below the Medical Research 
Council draws attention to the existence of certain diffi- 
culties and anomalies in connexion with medicine and the 
patent law which have been brought to light by recent 
events. The memorandum was submitted in the first 
instance to the President of the Board of Trade for con- 
sideration by the Departmental Committee on the Patent 
and Designs Acts, and has since been published in fy] 
as an appendix to the Annual Report for 1930-1 of the 
Medical Research Council.' | Reference was made to it 
in a leading article in the Journal of April 30th. 


MeEpicaL DISCOVERIES AND THE LAw 

The legislature already recognizes that the Operation of 
the patent law presents problems peculiar to the medical 
field. By the Act of 1919 it imposed certain restrictions 
upon both the subject-matter protected by patents cover. 
ing medicine and food and the monopoly rights which 
may be exercised in respect of them. Another significant 
fact is that hitherto the patent law has not had any 
appreciable effect in this country in stimulating the work 
ot discovery in medicine, since research workers have in 
practice made little use of it. This abstention is due to 
the professional tradition against patenting, based on an 
ethical dislike of monopoly in the fruits of medical dis- 
covery or the practice of deriving from them any private 
profit. These factors remove the usual inducement to 
take out a patent, even in cases where patenting for 
purely defensive purposes or for securing some useful 
control in the public interest is not open to objection. 
One result of the professional attitude is that, in the 
medical field, the law operates capriciously in favour of 
the few who do have recourse to it and are unobstructed 
by rival claims. In the opinion of the Medical Research 
Council it is of the first importance that medical research 
work should continue to be conducted, as at present, 
under conditions of the utmost freedom of intercourse and 
interchange of information and ideas between research 
workers, and any impediment to such freedom should be 
avoided or removed. If medical research workers in 
general are driven to defensive patenting, the introduction 
of secrecy in respect of incomplete or unpublished work 


medical research chiefly lies, knowledge is, in general, less 
exact and complete than in the sciences dealing with 
inorganic phenomena. As a result the patents drawn for 
biological discoveries must attempt to cover a wide range 
of possibilities, and therefore tend definitely to discourage 
further research in the fields covered in advance by 
proprietary rights. 


OPERATION OF THE EXISTING LAW 


of the law it may be advisable to patent a medical dis- 
covery, either to control its application or to protect it 
against improper exploitation, but this holds good only 
when the control is exercised in the public interest, when 
no pecuniary gain is derived from the rights, and no action 
is taken likely to hamper or discourage further investiga- 
tion. This attitude is illustrated by the action taken 
in the case of insulin. The Council accepted from the 
Canadian university, to which the discoverers had trans- 
ferred them, the British patent rights in the method of 
preparing insulin—mainly because there was then no legal 
provision in this country for controlling the strength and 


tested by direct chemical means. A regular supply of 
insulin of standard strength and proper quality was thus 
obtained, and the exclusion of inferior preparations en- 
sured, by the grant of manufacturing licences without 
royalty. When provision was made for Government 
control by the Therapeutic Substances Act in 1925, the 
Council ceased to exercise its patent rights in the case

tent rights. Cases may, however, arise in which 
tenting may be necessary as a defensive measure 
against patenting by others. In illustration of these and 
of the general dangers of the present position a critical 
t is given of the character and effect of the patent 
accoun gl 
rights (British patent No. 236197) granted to Professor 
Steenbock of Wisconsin, for a process imparting anti- 
rachitic properties to foodstuffs by artificial ultra-violet 
irradiation, and the relation of this patent to the subse- 
yent discoveries of Rosenheim and Webster in this 
country. Professor Steenbock’s discovery was founded on 
earlier and unpatented discoveries of other, and notably 
of British, workers. The existence of vitamin D in many 
natural substances and the similar results obtained by 
yltra-violet irradiation of the body and by feeding with 
{he vitamin were already known. It was believed that the 
action of ultra-violet light on the body was due to the 
formation therein of the vitamin, and it was suspected 
that the vitamin could be similarly produced outside the 
pody. The patenting of Professor Steenbock’s discovery 
therefore involved controlling the results of previous, as 
well as subsequent, work. The patent in effect covered 
not only the particular process described, but also the 
actual law of nature of which that process is an obvious 
application—namely, that the natural product, vitamin Db, 
is formed by the action of ultra-violet light upon certain 
natural substances, and, so far as is known, in no other 
way. The patent was based upon imperfect knowledge 
of its subject-matter ; it covered the production of a 
substance of undetermined composition from an unknown 
constituent of certain complex materials by an action not 
then understood ; and it was of doubtful commercial value, 
since the artificial was no more potent than the natural 
product. On the other hand, the later discovery of ergo- 
sterol as the pro-vitamin, or constituent of the various 
materials capable of activation, made possible the produc- 
tion of vitamin D in a highly potent form by the irradia- 
tion of ergosterol—a process of immediate medical and 
commercial importance. This discovery was entirely in- 
dependent of Steenbock’s work, being based on the fact 
that sterols are found in the skin. It was made in the 
laboratories of the Medical Research Council at an ad- 
vanced stage in a long series of researches by many 
workers—largely supported from public moneys—and was 
freely published, according to the usual practice in the 
medical field, in the hope that its benefits would imme- 
diately be brought to the public. The necessary action 
on the part of the manufacturers has, however, been 
hampered by the claims made under the Steenbock 
patent, which was drawn in such wide general terms that 
it is now claimed to cover all the applications of the more 
definite discoveries of subsequent date. This claim is 
facilitated by the fact that there are no other existing 
patents of an carlier or later date in the same field. The 
failure on the part of other workers to protect their 
discoveries may have been influenced by Professor Steen- 
bock’s early disavowal of any intention to derive personal 
profit from his own patent, the rights of which he trans- 
ferred to his university of Wisconsin. The university, 
however, whether with or without his acquiescence, does 
propose to derive profit from them. 

In brief, the position is that the application of results 
obtained with the support of public funds, and freely 
published, is now subject to royalties payable by members 
of the public here to the representatives of a foreign 
worker who obtained a patent at a stage when knowledge 
of the subject was quite imperfect. In the present state 
of the law the only defence against the recurrence of such 
situations would seem to be a general recourse to patent-

the present conditions of medical research work strongly 
deprecated by the Council. 


UNIVERSITIES AND PATENT RIGHTS 

The practice of taking out a patent for such discoveries 
and assigning it to a committee acting on behalf of the 
discoverer’s university seems likely to spread, especially 
Experience has shown that such committees 


in America. 
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are apt to use their rights to control the testing of a wide 
range of products, thus hampering the freedom of research 
and in some cases causing a conflict between our own 
system of control under the Therapeutic Substances Act 
and that exercised by such unofficial foreign committees. 
The use of such patents to endow further research in par- 
ticular universities may involve the taxation of our own 
people to support research in foreign institutions. It also 
fosters a tendency to regard royalties as a normal support 
to university research work, involving a risk that the 
potential patent value of the results produced may become 
the measure of the fruits of university research workers 
and a factor in their promotion. 


DISCOVERY AND INVENTION 

In the view of the Council the dangers and difficulties 
illustrated by recent experience have arisen from the un- 
suitability of the operation of the patent law to the field 
of biology and medicine as distinguished from that of the 
physical sciences and their practical applications. A useful 
distinction is drawn between the work of scientific dis- 
covery, by which new phenomena of nature are observed 
and their laws ascertained, and that of practical invention, 
by which natural phenomena are turned by appropriate 
devices into direct use. The prime object of the patent 
law is to stimulate invention by securing to the inventor 
himself an appropriate share of the commercial reward, 
rather than to promote the work of discovery, for which 
monetary reward is not an effective means of stimulus, 
and in which the law cannot assign the reward with 
justice. 

SUMMARY 

In the light of experience the Council finds three main 
objections to the operation of the patent law in the field 
of biology and medicine: 


1. The discovery of new facts of nature in medical 
science may lead obviously and immediately to valuable 
practical uses, without any intervening steps of ingenious 
invention, and it is not so easy here to distinguish between 
the discoverer and the inventor as it is in the inorganic 
field, where fundamental knowledge is more complete and 
new practical applications are the fruit of individual in- 
genuity. Moreover, the use of patent law in the medical 
field for personal or localized profit leads to the claim of 
proprietary rights in some particular use of a new dis- 
covery which, considered as a practical invention, is 
hardly deserving of pecuniary reward. 

2. Biological discoveries in their first phases take the 
form of vague knowledge, and patents for their useful 
application tend to be drawn in terms that go beyond the 
knowledge of the moment, in contrast to those in the in- 
organic field in which claims must, because they can, be 
more exactly defined and do not necessarily hinder or 
discourage further research in the same field. 

3. The general failure to utilize patent law in the 
medical field favours the few who break a tradition of 
some importance. The introduction of rivalry in obtain- 
ing patents, even if only in defence against those who 
break the tradition, would make it extremely difficult to 
preserve the existing free intercourse between medical 
research workers. 

CoNCLUSION 

In the view of the Medical Research Council the conclu- 
sion to be drawn from the foregoing observations is almost 
irresistible. It. is that the law should be amended to 
extend the special terms already given to medical dis- 
coveries by abolishing altogether the right of patenting 
these ; because in the medical field the patent law does not 
stimulate discovery, because in practice it works mischiev- 
ously owing to the undue advantage obtainable by the

Ophthalmic Practice and Approved Societies 


Ophthalmic medical practitioners would do well to_ 


exercise caution in receiving approaches made to them by 
some approved societies or bodies connected with members 
of mutual societies. We learn that attempts are being 
made to obtain the professional services of registered 
practitioners for providing ophthalmic benefit for members 
of these societies. Offers of remuneration, sometimes 
inadequate, are made with a suggestion that the work 


available may be concentrated in the hands of a few 
practitioners. There are two objections to accepting such 


offers of professional work. It is contrary to the expressed | 


opinion of the profession and its best ethical practice, 


since it limits the free choice by the patient of his pro- | 


fessional adviser, and ultimately restricts the independence 


of professional work by tending to make the practitioner | 
the servant of the society rather than of his patient. | 
Secondly, these separatist attempts may hamper the |

SCHOLARSHIPS AND GRANTS IN AID OF 
SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH 
Scholarships 

The Council of the British Medical Association is pre- 
pared to receive applications for Research Scholarships as 
follows: an Ernest Hart Memorial Scholarship, of the 
value of £200 per annum, and three Research Scholarships, 
each of the value of £150 per annum. These Scholarships 
are given to candidates whom the Science Committee of 
the Association recommends as qualified to undertake 
research in any subject (including State Medicine) relating 
to the causation, prevention, or treatment of disease. 
Each Scholarship is tenable for one year, commencing on 
October Ist, 1932. A Scholar may be reappointed for 
not more than two additional terms. A Scholar is not 
necessarily required to devote the whole of his or her 
time to the work of research, but may hold a junior 
appointment at a university, medical school, or hospital, 
provided the duties of such appointment do not interfere 
with his work as a Scholar. 


Grants 

The Council of the British Medical Association is also 
prepared to receive applications for Grants for the 
assistance of research into the causation, treatment, or 
prevention of disease. Preference will be given, other 
things being equal, to members of the medical profession 
and to applicants who propose as subjects of investigation 
problems directly related to practical medicine.

SIR CHARLES HASTINGS CLINICAL PRIZE | 

The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists 
of a certificate and a money award of fifty guineas, is 
again open for competition in respect of 1933. The 
following are the regulations governing the award: 

1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observa- 
tion, research, and record in general practice; it includes 
a money award of the value of fifty guineas. 


2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 
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3. The work submitted must include personal observations 
and experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, 
and a high order of excellence will be required. If no essay 
entered is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 


4. Essavs, or whatever form the candidate desires his work 
to take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later than December 
3ist, 1932, and the prize will be awarded at the Annual 
General Meeting of the Association to be held in July, 1933. 


5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and 
a contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any 
subsequent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 


6. If any, question arises in reference to the eligibility of 
the candidate, or the admissibility of his or her essay, the 
decision of the Council on any such point shall be final. 


7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be 
distinguished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a 
sealed envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing 
the candidate’s name and address. 


8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded 
may, on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested 
to prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the 
British Medical Journal, or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association.

BraNncu 
At the first clinical meeting of the spring session of the Fig 
Branch, held at the Station Hotel, Kirkcaldy, when th 
president, Dr. Orr, was in the chair, an address was delivers 
by Dr. Pratr YuULE, county medical officer of health, on th 
public health of the county, present arrangements, and possible 
future policy. 

Dr. Pratt Yule said that public health was formerly define 
as the science aiming at the prevention of disease and ¢ 
premature death, but that we might now anticipate that i 
would add something to man’s physical and mental com 
petence and capacity. The ancient civilizations—Egyptia, 
Minoan, Greek, and Roman—had much more than a glimme. 
ing of the value of sanitary science, had made a practic 
study of sanitary engineering, and had erected works {a 
the provision of water supply and drainage. He mentioned 
the epidemics and pandemics prevailing in the Middle Age, 
and briefly traced the connexion between war and _ pestilence 
down to the time of the great war. The first real advance 
towards public health legislation as now known arose, he sail, 
from a spirit of humanity prompting alleviation of prevailix 
abuses of industrialism, particularly the employment o 
children in the cotton factories of Lancashire. Thus th 
first step was the factory legislation of 1819, Robert Owa 
being the pioneer. Those setting a just value on public healt) 
were the people themselves, and practically every advance it 
public health legislation had followed speedily on extension 
of the franchise (1832, 1867, 1884, 1918, and 1928). Th 
first medical officer of health was appointed at Liverpool in 
1847, and public health legislation, as we now know i, 
resulted from the experience gained in large towns, although, 
so far as Scotland was concerned, it did not extend to the 
country as a whole until 1890. Dr. Yule commented on th 
permanent value of the work done by Dr. Nasmyth, Fites 
first county medical officer, appointed in 1890, and referred tt 
observations in his early annual reports which seemed t) 
foreshadow the passing of the Local Government (Scotland) 
Act, 1929. 

The public health outlook had changed during the lis 
generation. Formerly the endeavour was to safeguard tht 
health of the people as a whole ; now it was to conserve 
the life of the unit. The growth of the feeling that all wa 
not well with the physique of the nation (as exemplified 
the recruiting returns of the Boer war) ensured the medicd 
inspection and feeding of school children, the notification d 
births, the development of maternity and child welfare woth 
the National Insurance Acts, 1911 and 1913, the Notification 
of Tuberculosis Act, and the Milk and Dairies Act, 19l4 
The great war speedily assured the Midwives Act, 1915, ail 
further legislation for safeguarding the health of mothers and 
children, the notification and treatment of ophthalmi 
neonatorum, the diagnosis and free treatment of vene 
diseases, the welfare of the blind, and the treatment d 
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spetics, etc. These enactments illustrated the orientation of 
blic health from the mass to the individual, and they 
re further enforced by a spate of legislation on housing, 
volition of slums, town planning, etc. The private practi- 
fioner was more particularly interested in public health 
tivities impinging on his own work, and especially in 
- ‘ple developments by local authorities under the provisions 
pahe Local Government Act, 1929, whereby a local authority 
so extend its sphere of administration as to provide 
what is tantamount to a general medical service. But for 
the war, a national medical service would doubtless have 
wn out of the national insurance scheme of 1911. It was 
obviously impossible for the Government at present to 
countenance any extension of the national insurance scheme 
towards a general medical service, and that it appeared 
ually obvious that what the Government could not undertake 
nerally was not likely to be faced by a local authority. 
wtlining the welfare work of county councils, Dr. Yule spoke 
of the need for concentrated effort if the mortality in the first 
months of life was to be reduced ; and for pre-natal care and 
¢ medical supervision of early childhood if the 40 per 
cent. of children found suffering from defects when entering 
school was to be abolished or efficiently diminished. Whether 
this would be secured through a whole-time local authority 
staff or by the service of the general medical practitioner it 
was difficult to say. If a well-thought-out plan on the 
capitation grant basis was forthcoming in regard to the parish 
medical service, the door might be opened for the British 
Medical Association’s scheme of complete medical service. 

Dr. Yule, in conclusion, gave an outline of the considera- 
tions likely to guide the future hospital policy of the county 
council, with a view to criticism by those present. The 
proposals of the British Medical Association for a general 
medical service defined equal efficiency on the part of the 
private practitioner in the prevention and treatment of 
disease. He expressed doubt whether the outlook of the 
private practitioner was that of preventive medicine, and said 
it would appear unsound to add the profession to the public 
health staff without the teaching necessary to ensure some 
reorientation of view. The proposals of the Association 
apparently implied that the practitioner would endeavour to 
ensure good health to his patient by a scheme of periodic 
clinical examinations of the nature undertaken at the James 
Mackenzie Institute for Clinical Research, St. Andrews. If the 
inference were warranted, and some such system adopted, 
the general practitioner would obviously undertake the care 
of the expectant and nursing mother, infant, toddler, and 
school child of his practice or panel, and of necessity the 
whole-time medical staff of the local authority would be in 
great measure abolished. 

In the discussion that followed, various members expressed 
the opinion that the general practitioner, by reason of his 
wider experience of disease and more intimate knowledge of 
home conditions, was better qualified for ante-natal work, 
maternity and child welfare, and those departments of public 
health service involving treatment, than the whole-time 
oficer. With regard to preventive work, the public health 
official dealt with disease in its epidemic form, whereas the 
general practitioner looked to the early recognition of types 
of illness, and therefore early treatment, as his province. 
On the motion of the PRESIDENT, a cordial vote of thanks 
was accorded to Dr. Yule for his address. 


METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: GREENWICH AND DEPTFORD 
DIvIsIOoN 

At a meeting of insurance practitioners held on May 4th, the 

following resolutions were passed: 

1. That a National Health Insurance Committee of the 
Greenwich and Deptford Division of the British Medical 
Association be formed of B.M.A. and non-B.M.A. members, 
the B.M.A. members to be in the majority. 

2. That this meeting of the Greenwich and Deptford Division 
of the British Medical Association, augmented by the non- 
B.M.A. panel practitioners of the district, considers that, in 
view of the progressive increase of work and time which has 
to be devoted to insured persons, when the time arrives for 
a reinstatement of the recent ‘‘ cuts,’ the whole question of 
femuneration shall be investigated and reconsidered. 


Merropotiran Counties Brancn: Soutu-West Essex 
Division 
A meeting of the South-West Essex Division was held at the 
Wesleyan Schools, Leyton, on May 3rd. It was announced 
that the annual meeting was to be deferred until June 14th, 
Mr. Somerville Hastings being unable to come on June 7th. 
. Panting was reappointed representative in the Repre- 


sentative Body, and Dr. Watson deputy representative. 


The annual report was discussed after some preliminary 
Temarks by Dr. Dow Linc, who stressed the importance of 


the matter in the report, and his regret at the apathy of 
those members of the Division who were not present to 
discuss it. 

Attention was again drawn to the National Ophthalmic 
Treatment Boards Scheme, which seemed to work satis- 
factorily, except for the fact that no communication was made 
to the general practitioner by the specialist. It was noted 
that no psychologist was included in the list of specialists 
available for patients through contributory schemes. This, 
was considered to be a grave lack, but was presumably in- 
evitable owing to the time required for each patient and the 
small remuneration. 


National Health Insurance 


RANGE OF SERVICE 
INJECTION TREATMENT OF VARICOSE VEINS 


We have received a report of referees appointed by the 
Minister of Health to determine questions arising under 
the Medical Benefit Consolidated Regulations, 1928. The 
referees were Mr. Archibald Safford (barrister-at-law), 
Dr. J. W. Bone, and Dr. C. E. S. Flemming. The inquiry 
related to a question whether treatment of varicose veins 
by intravenous injection of a sclerosing solution is within 
the range of medical service within the meaning of 
Article 43. 

The treatment in question was administered on fifteen 
different occasions by insurance doctors practising in 
London. The Local Medical Committee was of the 
opinion that treatment was outside the range of medical 
service, but the London Insurance Committee held 
otherwise. 

The inquiry was held and witnesses were called at the 
Ministry of Health on April 6th, 1932. Mr. Charles 
Davis appeared on. behalf of the Local Medical Com- 
mittee, and Mr. J. C. Gilbert on behalf of the London 
Insurance Committee. It was conceded that if special 
skill were necessary to qualify the doctors concerned to 
administer the treatment, it was possessed by them. 

The contentions put forward may be summarized as 
follows: 


(a) On behalf of the Local Medical Committee: (1) That 
the treatment involved the application of special skill and 
experience which general practitioners could not reasonably 
be expected to possess. (2) That, if this were not so as a 
general proposition, it was true of the area of the London 
Insurance Committee, where such services were not usually 
undertaken by general practitioners. (3) That one of the cases 
treated involved the application of special skill in that certain 
complications were present of an exceptional nature. 

(b) On behalf of the Insurance Committee: (1) That there 
was nothing to distinguish the present group of cases from 
those covered by previous decisions of referees. (2) That there 
was insufficient evidence to justify any special finding for the 
London area. (3) That the particular case cited by the 
Local Medical Committee was not to be differentiated from 
the others. 

REFEREES’ DECISION 

The decision of the referees was as follows: 

‘* Having considered the large body of evidence submitted 
to us, we are unable to find any sufficient reason for altering 
the view which we found in the Kent and Leicestershire 
cases. We are confirmed in that view by the fact that the 
referees who reported in the Manchester case in 1929, and 
referees in Scotland and Northern Ireland, have reached 
similar conclusions. Evidence was adduced before us which 
satisfied us that the service in question was usually under- 
taken by a considerable and increasing number of general 
practitioners in the London area, and we were not satisfied 
that there was sufficient ground for holding that the London 
area must be differentiated from other areas in. this respect. 
With reference to the particular case cited by the Local 
Medical Committee, there were certain complications present— 
namely, diabetes, varicose dermatitis, and oedema—which 
might have been considered to be contraindications, but the 
decision whether the case was an appropriate one to treat 
by intravenous injection was not made by the practitioner, 
but by a hospital surgeon to whom the practitioner referred 
the case. In all circumstances we see no sufficient ground 
for differentiating this case from the others. He only did 
what any general practitioner of ordinary skill and experience 
might be expected to do when acting in accordance with the 
advice of a consultant.” 
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THE FUTURE OF PUBLIC MEDICAL SERVICES 
Sir,—The problems of encroachments on private practice 
and of diminished private fees are giving great concern to 
many doctors at the present time. As a remedy the possi- 
bility of starting a public medical service is being considered 
in many districts, as this would tend to stabilize certain 
parts of general practice. While this is a move in the right 
direction, there are one or two important points to which I 
would like to draw attention, and regarding which I feel 
that a note of warning should be sounded. 

The first concerns the amount of the doctor’s capitation 
fee under such a service, on which depends the amount of the 
subscription the patient would have to pay each week. There 
is a temptation here to consider how much the patient is 
willing to pay at the present time, and, on the ground that 
this is all that is obtainable, to fix the subscriptions, and in 
consequence the doctor’s capitation fee, on this basis. 

I submit that this is not only altogether wrong in principle 
at the present moment, but that it may be dangerous in the 
future. The average patient is accustomed to the idea of 
receiving advice for his family at uneconomic rates from sub- 
sidized sources such as clinics and out-patient departments. 
He is also liable to be influenced by articles appearing from 
time to time in the lay press, which comment unfavourably 
on the general practitioner. In consequence, his idea of the 
value of general practitioner advice is lower than it ought to 
be, and should not be accepted as the sole basis for fixing the 
subscription rates. I would go as far as to say that were a 
public medical service to increase its size rapidly as conditions 
are at present, it would be very suggestive of a scale of fees 
that had been fixed at too low a level. 

It is serious enough that the low fees that are charged 
in private practice in certain areas may be quoted to the dis- 
advantage of the profession at any time that the capitation 
fee comes up for discussion ; but if any local public medical 
service, set up and run by the doctors themselves, were to 
stabilize contract practice at a low level as a result of the 
hasty acceptance in the first instance of a low (and therefore 
popular) scale of fees, I think it is obvious that the results 
might be disastrous. 

It is true that the policy of trying to secure an adequate 
capitation fee may result in a certain degree of slowness in 
the growth of the service, but this is not to any great extent 
a disadvantage to the practitioner. A large proportion of the 
prospective subscribers are in the ordinary way already the 
doctor’s patients, and even if there is some delay before they 
are educated up to appreciating the advantages of the service, 
the stalus quo is not altered. 

In considering the scale of subscriptions, it is most essential 
from the very beginning to distinguish clearly between fees 
that the patient professes himself unable to pay and fees that 
he actually cannot pay on economic grounds. | National health 
insurance practitioners know that insured persons spend 
money freely in certain directions. They so, first, 
because they want certain articles or services, and secondly, 
because these articles, or services, are not provided by 
sentimentalists but by business men who want to get an 
adequate return for their work and skill, and to maintain a 
certain position for themselves and their families. 

The subscriptions for one dependent (wife or child) under 
the London Public Medical Service is 4d. per week ; for wife 
and one child, 8d. per week ; for wife and two children, 11d. 
per week ; these fees cover visits, consultations, official letters 
of introduction to hospital consultants, where necessary, 
and advice on infant welfare. Would anyone suggest that 
these fees cannot be paid by any patient who really wants 
to make provision for medical advice for his family ? 

This leads me to another point. I would suggest very 
strongly that every public medical service should con- 
tribute to the practical solution of the problem of encroach- 
ments by clinics and out-patient departments on private 
practice. If this is not done, the public medical service simply 
becomes a medical club on a large scale. Public health 
authorities and hospital boards, which at present give the 
failure of the individual practitioner to do certain work as the 
justification for their activities, would then state that the local 
profession had organized its work in such a way that the need 


= 
for out-patient departments, clinics, etc., was NOW great 
than ever. Apart from any question of the small capitate 
fee which such a limited service would justify, such a stall 
of affairs would benefit neither patient nor doctor, 

I think I have made it clear that one of the chief Merits of 
a public medical service is that it has a great education 
value. It educates the practitioner to provide a complete 
domiciliary service, for which he receives an adequate 
muneration. It educates patients to consult their own doctor 
for both advice on keeping well and treatment when they ae 
ill, and to pay an adequate fee for these services, It demon. 
strates to the medical staffs and lay boards of hospitals that 
it is financially possible for most patients to have a family 
doctor, and that, as medical advice and medicine are available 
from this source, the hospital need function in a consultative 
capacity only. Similarly public health committees can be 
shown that the method of payment makes it possible for 
nearly every mother to have a family doctor from whom she 
can obtain instruction on infant welfare as well as Ordinary 
medical advice. 

Advance on these lines must necessarily be gradual, but] 
am convinced that none of these aims will be secured by the 
hasty establishment of any less complete service, wher 
patients would find that they had to go to several centres {og 
treatment which their own doctor did not provide. On the 
other hand, a policy of “‘ hasten slowly,’’ which will lead 
ultimately to the re-establishment of the general practitioner 
as a family physician, will, I am sure, bring ample rewards 
both in actual remuneration and in good will. 

May I add that in the London Public Medical Service, 
which embodies the ideas I have mentioned, we have gained 
much experience in the last few years, and that we would be 
glad to send anyone interested full details of our methods — 
etc.,
